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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restriction 

Restriction is required under 35U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the foUowing inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single 
invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1 -6 are drawn to a method for inhibiting calcium T-channel activity 

Group 11, claim(s) 7 and 8 are drawn to a method for treating hypertension 

Group III, claims 9-11 are drawn to a method for selecting calcium T-channel agonists 

The inventions listed as Groups I to III do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

In any of the alternatives drawn to groups I-III, unity may reasonably be broken. For instance, 
hypertension may be treated by a a different medication besides T-channel agonists . The 
compounds are especially useful in the treatment or palliation of cardiac arryhthmias, angina 
pectoris, hypertrophic subaortic stenosis, pheochromocytoma, thyrotoxicosis, hyperkinetic 
syndromes, tetralogy of Fallot, mitral stenosis with tachycardia, general ischemic conditions, and 
M BrtlBS founded on elevated cardiac outputs due to a hyperadrenergic state. The 
compounds are active, both in the treatment or palliation of acute attacks of such cardiac 
disorders, and further can be apphed prophylactically to prevent or reduce the frequency of such 
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attacks. This prophylactic action is particularly desirable in reducing the frequency of attacks of 
angina pectoris, since the medication (i.e., nitroglycerin) presently commonly used in the 
treatment of angina pectoris has no recognized prophylactic action. 

Additional information concerning the use, action and determination of ltWBHjMM can be 

obtained by reference to the literature such as, for example, Dotlery et al, Clinical Pharmacology 
and Therapeutics, volume 10, No. 6, 765-797 and the references cited therein (Edwards USPN 
3,897,442). 

The inventions of Groups I to III are distinct by differing limitations in the steps as disclosed. 
This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic invention. 
These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as to form a 
single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
The species are as follows for claims 1-11: 

Applicant is required to elect one, specific, and exact T-channel compound Formula. That is, 
either Formula (I) or Formula (II). 

a) For constituents R1-R18, applicant is required to elect one, single, and specific chemical 
group for each and every constituent R1-R18, X, Z, Q, etc. for the specific election of one core 
moiety from instant claims 1-8. 

b) Applicant is required to elect whether the testing step will be done in vitro or in vivo 
according to claims 10 and 11. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species from each of the two 
groups to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 
The reply must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is 
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considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 



Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 

limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 
809.02(a).
